, Towards the latter end of the Act of Parliament for the 
better regulation of Attornies and Sollicitors, made in the 
fecond year of his prefent majefty, provifion is made a- 
gainft injuftice being done toa client by his attorney, on 
account of any extravagant bill of cofts, the latter may 
pretend to have on the ae » the attorney, ON a tax.- 
tion. of his hill, being obliged to be at all the expence of 
it, jf a 6th past is taken off, by which means juttice 1 
done to both Attorney and Client, and the Attorney pre- 
vented being too exorbitant in his demands. 

But there feems to be a grievance, which at prefent 
is remedilefs, and that is, When one man fues another, 
and the defendant is ready to pay debt and charges, it 
often cofts the defendant as much to tax this bill, as is 
taken off by the taxation, the defendant being in this cafe 
always at tae charge of taxing (tho’ a fourth or half part
